Why does the world 
of football have to 
be like this? 


The first of a string of court battles 
connected to Northampton Town 
Football Club was due to begin today 
in Birmingham. 

County Developments, the company 
created to build the new East Stand, had 
to answer a petition from the builders 
Buckingham who claim they are owed 
£3 million for work already carried out. 

County Developments has two direc¬ 
tors: Cobblers Chairman David Cardoza 
and his father Anthony. 

Mr Cardoza, having accepted a 
£10million loan from Northampton 
Borough Council to get the East Stand 
built for the Cobblers, is now aiming to 
sell his stake in the club and move on. 

He had been at pains to tell 
Northampton fans that he was commit¬ 
ted to the club and the area and the 
construction of his six bedroom house 
in the Bramptons was often cited as 
evidence of this. 

The house is half built and the stadi¬ 
um is half built.

house could be yours ■ 


house could be yours and that part of 
the Cardoza family is already in Canada 
pursuing other business interests. 

Many fans are angry with Mr Cardoza 
for the predicament the club is now in. 

However the last public statement he 
made he was reassuring supporters that 
everything would turn out all right in 
the end. 

That may yet be the case and many 
more people in Northampton than the 
few thousand who loyally cheer on the 
Teyn each week would be pleased to 
hear it. 

It is just a shame that this seems to be 
the way things happen in football. 

The Saints contracted Buckingham to 
build a new stand at Franklins Gardens 
and that will soon be open. 

Meanwhile not only do the Cobblers 
not have a stand, there is a threat that 
they may not even have a club unless 
both the council and the inland reve¬ 
nue are paid money they are owed. 

The history of Cobblers fans is that 
they have gone the extra mile to save 
their club in the past, let’s hope that 
doesn’t have to happen again.

MP fought off a 
drunken robber

Tory MP Michael Ellis 
told a court how he had 
to fight off a drunken 
Eastern European man 
who attacked him as he 
left a restaurant. 

Juraj Adam, 38, 
approached the MP for 
Northampton North 
‘garbling incoherently’ 
as he walked along the 
Strand in central London 
with two colleagues, 
after 10pm on June 17. 

Adam followed Mr Ellis, 
48, down the street ask¬ 
ing for money, at one 
point barging him in the 
shoulder as he crossed 
the road near Charing 
Cross station to try and 
get away from him. 

The MP told Adam he 
was going to call the 
police, but when he took 
his Nokia Lumia phone 
out the defendant 
grabbed it. 

Mr Ellis ‘tightened his 
grip’, shouting for police 
and stamping on the 
Adam’s foot ‘with his full 


force’ during a 30-second 
struggle. 

He managed to hold on 
to his phone when one of 
his colleagues inter¬ 
vened and pulled Adam 
off him, but it had been 
bent, leaving the glass 
protruding ‘ever so 
slightly’ from the casing. 

Adam was arrested on 
June 19 and charged with 


using threatening and 
abusive behaviour and 
causing criminal dam¬ 
age. 

But he failed to turn up 
for trial at Hammersmith 
Magistrates’ Court and 
was convicted of both 
charges. 

A warrant was issued 
for his arrest so he can be 
sentenced.

sees Wales suffer Rugby 
World Cup heartbreak 



What you are left with in 
the end is noise. 

The deafening noise of 
victory bursting all around 
you while you yourself are 
wrapped in defeat, which is 
a silent contemplation of 
what was, what could have 
been, but what ultimately is 
happening now. In my case 
Wales were out of the Rugby 
World Cup. 

For 80 minutes my hopes, 
the team’s dreams and a 
nation’s desire for glory 
were thrown to the left, to 
the right and shaken like a 
snow globe. 

But when the referee blew 
his final whistle it all went 
silent expect for the noise 
made by the South Africans. 
They had won, Wales had 
lost and that was a fact. 

When I walked to the 
ground I was surrounded by 
thousands of Springbok 
supporters.They had clearly 
traveled from near and far, 
Indeed the South African 
couple I met, Irma and 


Corrie, had come from 
Johannesburg to watch the 
game. 

While I was walking along 
in what was a field of green 
and gold, I was fully aware 
Wales were up against one 
of the heavyweight giants of 
world rugby. 

I am well aware Wales 
have only beaten them 
twice in 109 years. Once in 
1999 - the first and only 
time in the twentieth cen¬ 
tury - and last autumn, 

2014. 

The game ebbed and 
flowed as did dreams of a 
Welsh victory. But at half 
time Wales 13 South Africa 
12 was not looking too bad. 
The second half flew by. 
Wales led for so long and 
still had time to win. They 
were 19-18 with less than 10 
minutes to go. 

But then The Boks fash¬ 
ioned a try and in those 
fatal steps, South African 
scrum half Fourie de Preez 
poured a huge bucket of 



South African cold water on 
the Welsh embers of a victo¬ 
ry. In an instant it was gone, 
it was all over. 

For me, Twickenham, was 
where the Welsh team’s 
rugby adventure came to a 
shuddering, if not glorious, 
halt. 

For the Welsh fans, hope 
had left soon after the Boks 
scored and as for the fat 
lady I think I heard a 
few mumblings and 
saw the tail lights 
of her car disap¬ 
pearing around a 
corner. She had to 
wait a long time 
before she broke into j 
song, indeed she start¬ 
ed when the referee blew 
his final whistle. 

The concourse 
outside the press 
box was full of 
chatter, 


mainly of happy Springbok 
fans. The Welsh were as you 
can imagine - rather sub¬ 
dued. I left in 
silence. My 
thoughts my 
only companion. 

This was until I 
decided to get 
something to eat. 

And there like an 
oasis was Sauls of 


Spratton. You had to know 
which outlet you were look¬ 
ing for as each company 
could not advertise - it was 
all Rugby World Cup logos. 
Luckily I knew which one it 
was and as I tucked into my 
sausage, gravy and mash 
from Northamp-tonshire, I 
had been saved. Comfort 
food was the sticky plaster 
on the cut of defeat I need¬ 
ed. 

Anyway, there is the 2016 
Six Nations, The British and 
Irish Lions in 2017 and the 
Rugby World Cup in 2019. 

As a fan, there is always 
another Everest to

Distraction thefts 
spark police alert

A spate of distraction thefts 
in supermarket car parks 
across Northants have 
prompted a police warning 
to shoppers across the coun¬ 
ty. 

People are being urged to be 
vigilant after 32 such inci¬ 
dents have been reported in 
the past five months from 
May to October. 

The majority of the thefts 
have happened in supermar¬ 
ket car parks in Northampton, 
Kettering, Daventry, 

Towcester, Wellingborough 


and Corby. 

In all of these incidents, the 
victim - often a woman on 
her own - has been 
approached by someone who 
has asked for directions. 

The victim is usually 
approached while they are 
loading their shopping into 
their car or are about to drive 
off. As the victim is distracted 
- for example, on some occa¬ 
sions the offender has pro¬ 
duced a map which they 
encourage the victim to look 
at - a second person has 
removed items from their bag 
or purse, from the boot or 
passenger seat of the car. 


In most cases, it appears the 
victim has been spotted by 
offenders in the store or at the 
cashpoint, who has then seen 
them enter their PIN. 

Detective Sergeant Johnny 
Campbell says the trend is 
concerning and is urging 
shoppers to be alert to any 
suspicious behaviour. 

“I would urge everyone, in 
particular anyone shopping 
on their own, to be alert to 
this type of distraction theft. 
Shield your PIN when you use 
your cards and be aware of 
the people around you,” he 
said.

Cobblers debt 
crisis mounts

A week of turmoil at 
crisis-hitNorthampton 
Town has seen the 
club’s debt mount by a 
five-figure sum, after 
Her Majesty’s Revenue 
and Customs launched 
a winding-up petition 
against them for 
unpaid taxes. 

To make matters even 
worse at Sixfields sta¬ 
dium, the firm 
employed to build the 
new East Stand, 
Buckingham Group, 
has now claimed it is 
owed nearly £3 mil¬ 
lion. 

The nightmare week 


started last Thursday, 
when the taxman 
issued a winding-up 
petition to recover 
unpaid taxes - believed 
to be a five-figure sum. 

It came on the day the 
club had been ordered 
to repay a £10.25 mil¬ 
lion loan, for the rede¬ 
velopment of Sixfields 
stadium, back to 
Northampton Borough 
Council. But by close of 
play, no payment had 
been received. 

On Monday, Buck¬ 
ingham Group dealt a 
new blow by revealing 
it is chasing £2.98 mil¬ 
lion from the firm 
employed to oversee 
the redevelopment 


work at Sixfields - 
County Development 
Northampton Ltd - 
which is owned by 
Cobblers chairman 
David Cardoza. 

The firm revealed 1st 
Land Ltd, the first 
company employed to 
oversee the work, made 
only two payments 
totalling £441,917, and 
that CDNL, which then 
took over the contract, 
‘did not pay a penny.’ 

As a result, CDNL has 
been issued with a 
winding-up petition, 
which will be present¬ 
ed in court today 
(Thursday).

Man killed in chip pan house blaze

The new academy is an 
agreement between the 
National Skills Academy for 
Rail Engineering and the 
Department for Business, 
Innovation and Skills with 
support from the DfT pro¬ 


vided half the funds to build 
the NTAR with Siemens con¬ 
tributing the other 50 per 
cent. 

The 50/50 funding will 
release 50 per cent of the 
academy’s training capacity 
to the wider UK industry, 
with the remainder used by 
Siemen’s own rail sector.

Are Tories running council 
with fingers crossed? 

Conservative finance guru Bill Parker 
says he’s going to ‘find’ the £36M sav¬ 
ings the county council needs to bal¬ 
ance its budget. 

Cllr Parker, pictured, commissioned 
an external review by Pricewaterhouse 
(PwC) in 2006 which concluded that 
the council had to achieve savings of 
£715m to balance the books by 2021, 
so the scale of the challenge has been 
clear for almost 10 years. 

Having been in control for so long 
surely the administration knew how 
they were going to deliver the £68m of 
savings required this year when they 
agreed the budget. 

Half the £32m of savings made so far 
this year have been achieved by raid¬ 
ing the council’s reserves. This is a one 
off fix and suggests that the adminis¬ 
tration is running the County Council 
finances with their fingers crossed 
rather than having a “long term eco¬ 
nomic plan”. 

In 2005, 2009 and 2013 the 
Conservatives boosted their election 
chances by freezing council tax, but 



didn’t tell the electorate that services 
would have to be cut. Now the cup¬ 
board is bare - what further cuts to 
services will we see in 2016 and 2017? 

This council is on the verge of bank¬ 
ruptcy because of putting electoral 
success ahead of the right financial 
decisions. Children’s Services are still 
in need of substantial improvement 
because of earlier cuts. How many 
more services will go into special 
measure because the council is cut¬ 
ting too deep, because of their finan¬ 
cial incompetence?

A deaf Northampton man and 
his loyal hearing dog have 
been shortlisted for the 
Specsavers Heroic Partner¬ 
ship of the Year Award. 

The events which led to the 
nomination hark back to an 
evening in 2014 when Matthew 
Lunney, aged 37, was waiting 
in his car for a friend. A man 
dressed in dark clothing sud¬ 
denly jumped out from the 
bushes and tried to break into 
his vehicle. 

But luckily, Matthew was 
protected by his Golden 
Retriever, who suddenly leapt 
into the back of the car, and 
began barking furiously at the 
intruder. 

Within seconds the assailant 
was so shocked by the dog - 
who had never even barked 
before - that he ran away

Lawrence John discovers the 
excitement behind 21.10.2015 - 
Back to the Future day 


It was Back to the Future Day 
last Wednesday. 

This is the day when Marty 
McFly would arrive at 4.29pm 
in Doc Brown’s time travel¬ 
ling DeLorean coming from 
October 26 1985 to arrive in 
the future. 

This future being 
Wednesday October 21, 2015. 

This noteable date has been 
made famous by the Back to 
the Future Part II in which 
after repairing the damage to 
history done by his previous 
time travel adventures, Marty 
McFly (Michael J Fox) and his 
friend Dr. Emmett “Doc” 
Brown (Christopher Lloyd) 
travel to 2015 to prevent 
McFly’s future son from end¬ 


ing up imprisoned. 

However, their presence 
allows Biff Tannen (Thomas 
F Wilson) to steal Doc’s 
DeLorean time machine and 
travel to 1955, where he alters 
history by making his young¬ 
er self wealthy. 

When Marty and Doc 
return to the 1985 to which 
they return has changed dra¬ 
matically: Biff has become 
wealthy and corrupt, and has 
changed Hill Valley into a 
chaotic dystopia. Marty’s 
father, George, was killed in 
1973, and Biff has forced 
Marty’s mother, Lorraine, to 
marry him. Doc has been 
committed to an insane asy¬ 
lum. 



went Back to the Future 



Giving his thoughts about 
Back to the Luture films, Dr 
Michael Starr, Lecturer in 
Lilm & Screen Studies at the 
University of Northampton, 
said the cultural significance 
of Back to the Future was it 
used a common theme of 
time travel which can be seen 
through human history and 
especially the history of film. 

He said: “In 1895 H G Wells 
published The Time Machine 
and this coincided with the 
birth of the film, the first 
moving pictures. What Back 
to the Future does well is it 
does not take itself too seri¬ 
ously and uses sci-fi referenc¬ 
es through the story. 

“It allows Marty to make a 


personal journey through 
time as his story is the story 
of his family. It turns the 
DeLorean car into a Time 
Machine like the phone box 
in Bill and Ted’s Excellent 
Adventure or the police box 
in Doctor Who.

£10,500 fine 
for food ‘only 
safe for pets’

A Northants company director 
has been fined £10,500 after he 
was found guilty of holding fro¬ 
zen meat in the human supply 
chain when it was safe only for 
pet food. 

Northampton Magistrates’ 
Court heard how 16 pallets of 
food found in a cold store by 
Environmental Health Officers 
from Daventry District Council 
(DDC) was past its use-by date 
and lacked the proper paper¬ 
work tracing its origin. 

The meat - a selection of chick¬ 
en, beef and pork products - was 
only suitable for use in the pet 
food industry, the court heard. 

But despite being unsafe for 
human consumption it was 
acquired by Northampton- 
based Chrysalis Enterprises Ltd, 
and illegally placed in the cold 
store. 

Before the court was the firm’s 
sole director, Ben Loeber, who 


was convicted following a two- 
day trial of three offences under 
the Food Safety and Hygiene 
Regulations. 

Mr Loeber, whose business is 
based in Henry Bird Way, 
Northampton but registered in 
High Street South, Dunstable, 
received the maximum £5,000 
fine for placing on the market 
unsafe food and a further £5,000 
fine for failing to establish its 
traceability. He was also fined 
£500 for failing to withdraw it 
from the market, and ordered to 
pay legal costs of £10,000 and a 
£120 victim surcharge.He was 
cleared of three other charges of 
placing on the market quantities 
of ‘pigs-in-blanket’ sausages 
and unsmoked dry cured bacon 
contrary to Food Safety and 
Hygiene Regulations. 

Cllr Mike Warren, Health and 
Housing Portfolio Holder at 
Daventry District Council, said: 
“This was unsafe food that could 
have entered the human food 
chain without our intervention.”

‘It’s behind you!’ 

A look at the history of pantomime 


How did pantomime become the 
marvellous (if eccentric) form of 
entertainment it is today? And how did 
it become part of Christmas? We take 
a look at the colourful origins of this 
unique tradition: 

PANTOMIME is a dynamic art form 
that is as much influenced as much by 
current affairs and political 
activities as it is 


by its original purpose, to dramatise 
the mystical events of Christmas. 
Nowadays, it is a uniquely British form 
of entertainment found nowhere else 
in the world. 

But oddly, it appears to have originally 


derived from 



traditional Italian 
entertainment. 

Early pantos were 
stylised productions 
containing certain 
very recognisable 
characters, in 
what was what 
we should term 
today, a ‘classical 
Harliquinade’ with 
traceable pagan 
origins. 

The Harlequin, 
messenger of 
the gods, could 
be recognised 
by his wand 
and winged 
cap. Some

pantomimes even contained a Punch¬ 
like figure, though a more friendly 
character than one encounters in the 
classic Punch and Judy show. Then 
called Mr. ‘Ponch 1 , he was apparently 
also known in Roman times under the 
name of Maccus. 

These early pantos were full of satire 
and featured some pretty racy 
scenes. 

But the British theatre-goer would not 
have recognised the Italian original 
in the rather less boisterous 
British version. 

Where British performances 
favour daft jokes, slapstick and 
a sprinkling of innuendo, the 
Italian entertainment itself had 
its roots way back in the early 
Middle Ages and performers 
were held in high esteem. 

It was David Garrick, an 18th 
century actor-manager from 
London, who recognised the 
festive potential of this quirky 
dramatic form. “If they won’t come 
to Lear and Hamlet”, he famously 
said, “I must give them Harlequin”. 

In order to avoid criticism from his 
peers and maintain a reputation, 
Garrick set about changing 
pantomime’s cultural identity, partly 
by limiting Drury Lane pantomimes 
to the Christmas season. 

Pantomimes became associated 
with the fun and frivolity of the 
holiday season rather than 
being denounced as a threat. 

In doing so, Garrick created a 
convention which has survived 


to this day. 

It’s not just families who enjoy these 
fun-filled spectacles - the festive 
panto has become popular amongst 
celebrities keen to get their glad 
rags on. Soap stars such as Barbara 
Windsor are regularly seen touring the 
country alongside other household 
names such as David Hasselhoff 


and Lily Savage.

SsangYong Tivoli 

Take a look inside... 


The SsangYong Tivoli takes the 
fight to compact crossovers like 
the Nissan Juke and the Renault 
Captur with budget pricing, a 
gutsy 125PS engine and build 
quality the like of which you 
wouldn’t credit at this price point. 
As long as SsangYong can pro¬ 
mote this car effectively, it could 
be their breakthrough vehicle. 

The Koreans certainly haven’t 
done things by halves here. This 
is no cut-down Korando chassis 
with a bunch of ancient carry¬ 
over engines. The Tivoli has had 
some serious investment thrown 
at it, and it shows. 

The chassis is all-new, albeit 
hardly adventurous in its suspen¬ 
sion design, with MacPherson 
struts up front and a space- 
efficient torsion beam rear end. 
There’s a choice of two 1.6-litre 
engines, a 128PS petrol unit and 
a I 15PS diesel. Buyers can select 
either 2WD or 4WD model vari¬ 
ants and prices start affordably 
from around £ 13,000. 

The 1.6 petrol unit will get to 
62mph in a relatively relaxed 12 
seconds and is offered as stand¬ 
ard with a six-speed manual gear¬ 
box. Pay a little more and you can 
pair this engine with a six-speed 
automatic, which is the same 
unit as seen in the latest MINI, 
albeit with a bit less sportiness 


built into the shift logic. Longer 
term plans could well see three 
and four-cylinder turbocharged 
powerplants find their way 
into the Tivoli. Other items of 
note? SsangYong’s introducing a 
selectable weight steering system 
with Comfort, Normal and Sport 
settings and some surprisingly big 
wheels. Go for the smaller alloys 
if you value ride quality. 

The Tivoli is one of those cars 
that the longer you look at it, the 
more design influences you can 
see. There’s something of the 
Kia Soul in its overall proportion¬ 
ing, with a Nissan Juke-like rear 
haunch, a front end that’s mod¬ 
ern Renault in a good way, 

Nor indeed is it a cheap looking 
one. The detailing such as the 
floating effect roof, the satin roof 
rails and the materials quality of 
the interior are at least as good 
as, if not better than, many of 
its mainstream rivals. The cabin 
certainly feels as if it’s been the 
recipient of better quality dash 
panels and seats than, say, a 
Nissan Juke. The boot measures 
423-litres to the parcel shelf, 
which is perfectly adequate in this 
class. The big players in this sec¬ 
tor might not be worried yet, but 
SsangYong here delivers some 
wholly convincing arguments as 
to why that won’t always be so.

DOMINIC Calvert-Lewin scored 
twice on his return to the starting 
line-up as Northampton Town got 
back to winning ways by coming 
from behind in an entertaining 
game against Carlisle United. 

It’s so often said that goals change 
games and this was perfectly illus¬ 
trated at Sixfields as Calvert- 
Lewin’s equaliser came when 
Cobblers were looking unsteady 
and they never looked back.
